It’s garage 
sale time 

A subscriber from Arcadia stopped at the 
News iast week, suggesting we do an edi- 
torlai about the rash of garage saie signs 
posted aii over Sierra Madre. 

That started us thinking about what the 
ordinances in this area dictate, particularly since 
we also saw the barrage of handbills flapping 
In the breeze on poles and fences over the 
weekend. And there were also a couple stuck 
under windshield wipers of autos. 

What Is and Isn’t legal In the Sierra Madre 
News territory? 

According to Sierra Madre Police Chief 
Betts, garage sale signs are legal only If they 
are placed on the property of the person plan¬ 
ning the garage sale. If the signs are tacked 
on poles and public property, they are un¬ 
authorized, he stated. 

“It’s a Uttering problem,” he said. “We 
should have an advertised ordinance that Is 
enforced.” 

Our Arcadia subscriber suggested the 
least people can do Is tear down their signs 
immediately after the sale. She personally goes 
around on her bike and does Just that. 

Chief Betts stated the police attempt to 
sweep the town clean of these signs from time 
to time, but agreed that It Is definitely a 
problem for the police to bother with that serv¬ 
ice, also. 

Betts said, “A lot of people don’t realize 
they can get a good response by tacking up 
their sign on their property and by putting an 
ad in the local paper. That’s where used furni¬ 
ture dealers look for the Information. They 
don’t cruise around town until they see the 
signs. And the dealers will purchase most of 
the stuff.” 

What are the rules for garage sales? 

Betts said no one can have a sale more 
than once every three months; the sale times 
are restricted from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. and none 
can be held for a duration of more than two 
days. 

Information regarding handbills, according 
to Pam Terry at City Hall, falls under Article 3, 
Chapter 3, Part F In 3300 subsection of the 
municipal code. It states that handbills other 
than those being sent by U.S. Postal authorities 
need to have a business permit number 
stamped somewhere on the body of the bill. 
Business permits, of course, require a certain 
fee to be paid at city hall. 

Any person may sponsor carnivals, fairs 
or other outdoor activities with the help of a 
temporary use permit which Is obtained from 
the City Council at one of its regular meetings. 
There Is no fee required of a temporary use 
permit. 

There It Is In a nutshell, easy to under¬ 
stand and very explicit. 

—Garage sales are legal If they remain only 
garage sales and don’t become commercial 
projects. 

—Garage sale signs are to be posted only 
on the property where the sale Is taking place 
and nowhere else. 

Everyone should take heed to assure 
himself from having problems with the police 
department and to save our nextdoor neigh¬ 
bor unnecessary work while she’s out biking 
around town to do her shopping.

Questioning 
Richter Plans 

This is a letter of objec¬ 
tions to Mr. Richter’s plans 
for building on his acreage 
on the extension of Auburn 
Street in Sierra Madre, Ca. 

His plan is but a watered 
down one of the plans sub¬ 
mitted previously when he 
wanted to build several houses 
on his property on Auburn 
extension as a development. 
At that time, the surrounding 
residents objected and points 
were raised that legally de¬ 
feated his plans of a develop¬ 
ment at that time. 

This request to “build one 
house” is but the same plan 
piecemeal. If his request 
WERE to build one house 
and one house only and that 
could be put in as a legal 
fact preventing any further 
development, there would be 
most likely approval from 
the residents in the area. 
Building “just one house” 
would not involve all the ex¬ 
tensive building of the exten¬ 
sion road. As small as that 
road is, it could take on one 
more car. 

The enlargement of the 
Auburn extension would be a 
key factor to opening not only 
the Richter property to more 
houses, but also to the ad¬ 
joining property of some 40 
acres. The man owning that 
property has only one access. 
Mr. Richter would have his 
one access (Auburn) and the 
two could then together have 
clear sailing for development 
of many houses in a fire haz¬ 
ard area to say nothing of 
the traffic on Auburn that 
even now has its problems 
with its SO feet width especial¬ 
ly when there is parking. In 
other words, the area is sat¬ 
urated at this point and a de¬ 
velopment would bring about 
more problems than the worth 
of providing single homes 
as much as houses are in de¬ 
mand today. 

It would seem that the 
scarred mountain on Mr. 
Richter’s property (that is 
only a road at this time) 
where he stated he is going 
to build his home, could pro¬ 
vide the connecting road to 
the adjoining property. If he 
were to build his home, why 
has he not done so? It has 
been there for some time 
now. Also, nothing has been 
planted on the bare banks to 
prevent flooding or mud 
slides. 

It is truly an eyesore even 
from the 210 freeway it stands 
out terribly. It was truly nice 
to hear an objection from 
not only the immediate area, 
but from a resident living on 
Sierra Madre Blvd., to say 
that to view the mountains 
from his area had been blight¬ 
ed by this gash—If a develop¬ 
ment were to be made pos¬ 
sible by granting Mr. Richter 
development possibilities 


what would the scene be from 
center of Sierra Madre then? 

There is great confusion 
as to what should be simple 
l^ial facts about the exten¬ 
sion of Auburn Street. At the 
time of Mr. Richter’s request 
for a tract development, which 
as I said was rightly refused 
by the City of Sierra Madre, 
the road in question required 
some of the land from Mrs. 
Angela Robertson’s property. 
At that time she was willing 
to give access IF only one or 
two houses were to be built. 

She is in Idaho at the mo- 
moment and is not here to be 


asked if she has sold any land 
to Mr. Richter to give him the 
needed footage. If 25 foot was 
required at that time and re¬ 
fused, due to the fact if more 
than one or two houses were 
to be built, how is it that 
now 20 foot is needed — 
and if only one house is to be 
built, why is any more needed 
to be done to the extension? 

The people living there do 
know the problems and do 
take care. If however many 
more people are to be up 
there, it should be noted that 
the extension acts as a 
“shute” and now and again 


newcomers do blast out with¬ 
out care of the curve of 
Auburn street itself. The dan¬ 
ger potential is great at that 
point. 

Proper notification was not 
given to all concerned. It 
would seem from the spelling 
of our name, that the area 
was just “off the top” of 
someone’s memory. Had the 
tax rolls been properly used 
the names would have been 
properly spelled. 

Has any thought been given 
to the need of a dam to pre¬ 
vent mud coming out of that

Oavidia comes to work he 
faces those same old images 
seen in the mirrors around 
him. But he doesn’t mind be¬ 
cause it’s a job he kind of 
"worked into" a couple years 
ago. And he’s been putting 
shining panes of glass to¬ 
gether ever since. 

Gavidia is the designer and 
artisan responsible for many 
of the sparkling mirror pieces 
at Sierra Glass, which used to 
be “Marie’s Glass” before the 
business was purchased re¬ 
cently. 

And one of his most ex¬ 
acting jobs is designing and 
constructing one of the sleek 
mirror coffee tables seen in 
shop windows of late. 

Where does one start on 
that type of creation?

Who buys these creations? 
“Decorators or people with 
lots of contemporary furni¬ 
ture.

Obviously, there has to be 
a design first. If it’s to be a 
custom piece, Gavidia draws 
up several designs, submits 
them to the client who 
chooses the one to be con¬ 
structed. 

If it’s just one Gavidia is 
dreaming up, he simply works 
from dimensions he has 
chosen for his latest creation. 
The armature of one of these 
tables is wood, constructed 
piece-by-piece using mirrors 
on the outside only. Slowly 
the table is built, first the 
pedestal set on the floor, then 
the top of the table which is 
sometimes designed in more 
than one level. Wood joints 
are glued and nailed. 

A secret ingredient in the 
paint is responsible for the 
remarkable colors chosen for 
some of the pedestals and 
tables. Plain glass is treated 
with paint to achieve those 
colors. Just about any color 
is avavilable to enhance 
clients’ homes. 

All mirror edges are 
polished and sealed so there 
are no scratched legs or torn 
hose resulting from a brush 
against one of the mirror 
coffee tables. 

How does he accomplish 
this? Gavidia says there’s a 
PQlishing oil he uses with a 
special type of very fine 
sanding paper. Different 
grades of paper are used, de¬ 
pending on the type of edge 
that is treated.

Along the roadside now is It 
a rather dusty looking, three- 
foot tall weed brown in color 
that we call dock and flower 
arrangers love it for line in 
arrangements . . . there are 
three varieties of dock across 
the country,' all used by the 
Indians in great amounts. 

Dock is often called curly 
dock, because of the wavy 
leaves at the bottom of the 
tall stalks.

They used the seeds 
which are easy to strip off for 
a tobac^ substitute and as 
hair treatment. The leaves 
were used as a pot herb 
along with sorrel and lettuce.

They found out using 
the greens with meat cooking 
made the meat cook faster 

. . . but there was a doctor 
by the name of Millspaugh in 
1892 who said that the dock 
is an “herb so rank that man, 
the jackass and the caterpil¬ 
lar are the only animals that 
will eat it” . . . and I knew 

more than one neighbor in 
years back that picked dock 
leaves when they were tender, 
about 4 inches long for use 
like spinach . . . and they 
are a bad weed in our gar¬ 
dens.

Planning Commission Denies Refuge

Other neighbors reiter¬ 
ated the lack of sufficient 
evidence complying with the 
city ordinance to £illow the 
granting of the conditional use 
permit. 

Finally, after more than a 
score of witnesses spoke, 
both for and against, the 
commission members attend¬ 
ing (Patricia Hofer was ab¬ 
sent) unanimously turned 
down the request. 

City Administrator and 
Commission Secretary James 
McRea informed the audience 
that the action of the com¬ 
mission was subject to a 14- 
day appeal period in which 
Refuge in Jesus, Inc., could 
appeal the commission ac¬ 
tion directly to the Sierra 
Madre City Council. 

The application of Walter 
Richter for a parcel map on 
property he owns on north 
Auburn was approved after 
having been continued from 


the commission’s last meet¬ 
ing May. 

At the May meeting, it was 
determined that not all own¬ 
ers of property with 300 feet 
of the affected parcel had been 
notified and the matter was 
rescheduled for last Thurs¬ 
day. 

Some questions at the May 
meeting were answered by 
Richter at last week’s meet¬ 
ing. He furnished the com¬ 
mission with several photos 
showing accessibility to the 
property by emergency ve¬ 
hicles, a question raised by 
several appearing in opposi¬ 
tion in May. 

The possibility of litigation 
over approving the request 
was again raised by Estelle 
Droebeck. 

In accusing the commis¬ 
sion of discriminating against 
her in favor of land deve¬ 
lopers, she said “Too much 
is too much.” 


Mary Ann MacGillivray 
stated she was opposed to the 
subdivision of the area. She 
noted, “We’ve enjoyed a 
quiet neighborhood.” 

John Peter Hoffman argued 
the action would not improve 
the esthetics of the city. 

Again, the commission act¬ 
ed unanimously, this time 
approving the Richter appli¬ 
cation. 

On the requested variance 
for a day care center, only 
the proponent, Debra Niel¬ 
sen of Altadena, spoke in 
favor. 

Several neighbors opposed 
her request to place the day 
care center in the middle 
of an R-1 zone. Blaine Lef- 
ler contended neither Au¬ 
burn nor Grandview are 
equipped to handle the addi¬ 
tional traffic a 36-child day 
care center would create at 
that corner. 

Sue Murphy claimed noise 


from the children would dis¬ 
rupt the neighborhood. 

Another neighbor said the 
neighborhood is an elder¬ 
ly one and the center would 
disrqpt it. He also questioned 
the ability of the home in¬ 
tended for use as the center 
to qualify for a 36-children 
facility. 

Again McRea noted there 
was a 14-day period in which 
the proponent could appeal 
the commission’s decision to 
the city council. 

The one item considered 
by the commission that did 


not provoke any opposition 
was the request of Young 
and Bannister, a Sierra Madre 
interior decoration and de¬ 
sign firm, to convert the 
building at 122 North Bald¬ 
win into commercial offices. 

Jane Muszynski, speaking 
in behalf of the firm, said 
it will use the middle and up¬ 
per floors while the ground 
floor offices will be rented 
out. 

She stated work will begin 
immediately with an antici¬ 
pated completion by Octo¬ 
ber 1. ‘
